5-11, 1947. Some 260 delegates, representing twenty-three 
countries, were in attendance. 

It was indeed fitting that the little country of Switzer- 
land, nestled among the beautiful mountains, that has 
maintained its peace for centuries, even during the last two 
World Wars, should be host to this great gathering of 
Spirit-filled persons who so eagerly look for the soon com- 
ing of the Prince of Peace. Rev. John P. Kluzit, Superin- 
tendent of Haiti, and Mrs. Kluzit were present and repre- 
sented the Church of God. 

Language, was the greatest hindrance at the conven- 
tion. The official language of Zurick is German, that of 
the convention was German, French, and English (in- 
cidentally the Kluzits were very much at home among 
these languages, Sister Kluzit being French and Brother 
Kluzit German, and both being American citizens and 
professors before being missionaries). 

Brother Kluzit wrote some most interesting things about 
the convention and of their travels. You will see part of 
his report in the Evangel soon and for a complete 
coverage read it in the MACEDONIAN CALL just off the 
press. They are making a number of contacts and ob- 
serving firsthand conditions in Europe. Many of the dele- 
gates from the foreign lands were surprised to know that 
the Church of God was among the stronger Pentecostal 
organizations in the U. S. A. 

I quote from a paragraph of Brother Kluzit’s letter. 

“At the World Conference, it seems that we met the 
‘cream’ of the Pentecostal movement. We visited some at 
their homes, saw them at their work, and learned of their 
calling to serve the Lord. We feel very much impressed 
that the Church of God should start from ‘rock-bottom’; 
in fact, because of the confusion that exists, it is the only 
way that it could start on the Continent and succeed. 
But in a short time, there will be great dividends of 
well-organized, self-supported churches on the march 
throughout Europe, for God and the salvation of souls.”

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The Curse of Ham 


A Conversation Concerning a Myth 
That Dies Hard

“The curse of Ham has certainly 
stuck, hasn’t it?” Jackson was looking 
through the pullman car window at 
a crew of sweating Negro laborers at 
work on the railroad right-of-way, 
while their white foreman sat in the 
shade of a tree near by.

Yes, I remember that story, 
but not at all the way you tell it. I 
have a Bible here in my bag. Let’s see 
exactly how it goes. Here it is, Genesis 
ninth chapter, verses twenty to twen- 
ty-six: Noah planted a _ vineyard, 
drank of the wine, was drunken, was 
uncovered. Ham saw it and told his 
brothers. And Noah awoke and said, 
‘Cursed be Canaan; a servant of serv- 
ants shall he be unto his brethren.’ 
That’s the story, isn’t it?” 

“Yes, that’s it,” said Jackson eager- 
ly; “just as I told you.” 

“And yet quite different from what 
you told me, isn’t it? Your version 
was right in part, but totally wrong, 
it seems to me, on every important 
point.” 

“I don’t see that, at all,” replied 
Jackson. 

“Well, in the first place, observe 
that no curse whatever was pro- 
nounced on Ham. It was his son 
Canaan at whom the curse was di- 
rected, and Canaan was wholly inno- 
cent, so far as the record indicates. 
Hardly fair, would you say?” 

“Oh, yes, I remember now. It was 
Canaan, not Ham, whom God cursed.”

“Wait a minute! ‘Whom God 
cursed,’ you say? I don’t remember 
it that way.” 

“Why, of course it was God who 
cursed him. Noah had no right to 
curse anybody.” 

“No, I think not myself. But God 
certainly didn’t do it. Here, let’s read 
the story again: ‘And Noah said, 
Cursed be Canaan; a servant of serv- 
ants shall he be unto his brethren.’ 
You see, God is not even mentioned.” 

Jackson seized the Bible and read 
the verse over two or three times. 

“That’s a fact,” he admitted rue- 
fully. For a moment he was puzzled; 
then he had an idea: 

“But Noah couldn’t have turned 
him black! You'll surely admit that 
nobody but God could have done 
that.” 

“But where do you get the idea 
that anybody was turned black? The 
Bible doesn’t say so.” 

“Why, of course it does! Everybody 
knows that. Turn back there and read 
that story again.” 

They read it again, scanning every 
line, every word, with utmost care. 
Not the slightest suggestion that any- 
body’s color was changed by the frac- 
tion of a tint; no indication that God 
had anything to do with the curse; 
no reason to suppose that it had any 
Significance beyond the lifetime of 
Noah’s immediate family. 

“Well, I give up,” said Jackson. “I 
certainly thought I knew that story. 
Then there is nothing to prove that 
Negroes are the result of God’s curse 
and a race divinely ordained to servi- 
tude?” 

“Not a thing,” his friend replied. 
“Nothing even to suggest it. Further- 
more, there’s no reason to suppose 
that the inhabitants of Africa des- 
cended from Canaan at all. The tenth 
chapter of Genesis says distinctly 
that Canaan was the progenitor of 
the many Canaanite tribes who lo- 
cated and remained in Palestine. 
Cush, another of Ham’s sons, seems 
to have been the father of the branch 
that later settled in Africa.” 

“Then how did they become black?” 
was Jackson’s last question. 

“The most reasonable assumption— 
and a thoroughly scientific one—is 
that the dark races were developed 


by the well-known law of natural 
selection, operating over long periods 
under a tropical sun. In each suc- 
ceeding generation that law would 
pick the darker types for survival, 
while the lighter types, with less pro- 
tective pigment in the skin, would 
tend to succumb to the climate. Given 
time enough, this process would in- 
evitably result in a highly pigmented 
race, with the color best suited to its 
environment.” 

“Maybe you are right,” said Jack- 
son. “At any rate, you have given me 
scmething to think about.”

I should like to call your attention 
to the word “liberty,” which comes 
from the Latin “libertas,’” and the 
French “liber,” meaning free, which 
means exemption from slavery, bond- 
age, imprisonment or control of an- 
other, freedom from external re- 
straint or compulsion. Liberty involves 
the civil liberty, the political liberty, 
and the individual liberty and person- 
al liberty. Much has been written on 
liberty and much has been written 
about liberty in all these various 
fields. 

The late President Roosevelt made 
famous those four main freedoms; 
freedom of speech, freedom of re- 
ligion, freedom of press, and freedom 
from fear. The United States of 
America, we believe, has the greatest 
longitude and latitude of freedom, or 
liberty, for her people of any nation 
in the world. We, by no means, are 
the only nation ever to fight for 
liberty. This has been a ceaseless war- 
fare for many, many millenniums, 
some, of course, making greater prog- 
ress than others. American liberties 
and freedom, nevertheless, have their 
dangers in that foreign ideologists, 
with their godless communism, have 
crept into America through the liber- 
ties offered in our fair land, and are 
making unbelievable progress in an 
attempt to bring us into bondage of 
the God-hating dictator. In my opin- 
ion it is connected with and will be- 
come a part of the great destructive 
forces of the kingdom of the North 
at the battle of Armageddon in the 
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last great conflict. 

It makes me shudder to think of 
the dangers that confront us at this 
time. While we celebrate this Fourth 
of July in freedom from declared war, 
we are, nevertheless, facing, in this 
atomic age, the greatest dangers ever 
to confront a nation on the face of 
this earth. We need not build our 
hopes on establishing peace on earth 
until the Prince of Peace can take 
control, during the millennium, when 
Christ, Himself, will reign. Prior to

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TIME IS FOR GOD 
Dear Reader: 

I wish to acquaint myself with you 
in these short lines, though I am 
living in a country which every 
Christian likes to visit and that is 
the Holy Land. 

Since I know that the Savior was 
pleased to make me His own from 
the time of my boyhood, and through 
His infinite love has called me to 
tell others of His saving grace, I, 
therefore, cannot and will not hesi- 
tate in publishing it, whether it be 
privately or publicly, for the Lord 
has a great purpose for every individ- 
ual, irrespective of race or color. Un- 
doubtedly, I may find amongst the 
readers of this article of admonition,

One day, I was called upon, by a 
well-known pastor, who is the chair- 
man of a big community in the coun- 
try, to take the Sunday morning serv- 
ice in a village about ten miles out- 
side of Jerusalem. That was sometime 
in January, 1947. I was given a letter 
of introduction to a schoolmistress in 
that place, who attends church with 
her girl pupils. When she opened and 
read the said letter, she welcomed 
me, but the first thing she told me 
was that I should not give more than 
ten minutes for my sermon. When I 
heard that, I felt uneasy and though 
I kept silent, I left the lead to 
the Spirit of God. It was not very 
long that we were in the church of 
that village, which is called Beir-Zeit. 
For the information of the dear read- 
er, I want to mention that the people 
of that church are not Pentecostal 
and they do not teach the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit with the evidence of 
tongues. 

When I started to read the Word 
of God, I felt the Spirit of God pre- 
paring me to give the required mes- 
sage for the people and specially for 
the schoolmistress. At once the Lord 
reminded me of a certain miss‘onary 
(British), who spent a period of thir- 
ty years working amongst all kinds 
of people in Palestine and between 
the Beduins in Transjordan. This was 
sometime before the first World War.
